BUILDING CAPACITY GETS RESULTS
At the core of our Partnership of Amazing Innovations is a commit-

ment to increasing the ability of individuals, families, communities 

and service providers to achieve results. We help our partners change 

the mix of local resources and conditions known to reduce rates of child 

abuse and neglect, youth substance abuse and other problems. Our local 

partners draw on public health data, relevant research, and local public 

determination to achieve lasting solutions. 

Case Studies

This highly tailored approach gets results. Prior to the Wahkiakum 

Community Network, this rural community lacked the assets to address its 

worst problems. The Network helped build skills, public will, and resources 

for a certified domestic violence shelter and sexual assault program, a high 

school counselor, prevention and intervention programs for youth, and two 

Early Childhood Education and Assistance Program (ECAEP) classrooms. 

The results are clear: Arrests for domestic violence have dropped by 

nearly one-fourth. Accepted referrals to Child Protective Services declined by 

a fifth. And use of alcohol is down among 8th, 10th and 12th graders.

When the Port Gamble S’Klallam Tribe Chi-e-Chee Network was 

formed, programs to strengthen tribal families were led solely by non-

tribal members. Thanks to capacity building, including culturally appropriate 

programming, outreach, and integration of services, tribal members now 

co-facilitate parent education and other key services. Chi-e-Chee has also 

fostered cultural pride through a canoe journey, culture classes, “Sober 

New Years” and pow wows. These events laid the foundation for unique, 

culturally appropriate prevention and education. The results are clear: 

Graduation rates among reservation youth have doubled to over 94%. And 

twice as many graduates are enrolling in college or vocational programs.

Although the Issaquah Youth and Family Network had not previously 

prioritized youth suicide, the local board quickly realized this role when 

two youths died. The community discovered it had few mechanisms to 

prevent or address youth suicide. The Network convened community 

conversations; facilitated training; drafted a trauma plan that helps schools 

respond when a devastating loss occurs; and compiled resources to 

publicize them. The results are clear: This community has broken 

down taboos and increased its capacity to act. According to the Issaquah 

School District, “No one can absolutely know...how many lives have 

been saved by the Network’s prevention, intervention, awareness and 

support work.  One can only list...their generous willingness to ‘be there’ 

with prevention, intervention, and post-suicide support.”  

The Adams County Community Network is committed to “safe 

community living.” With chart-topping rates of juvenile crime, significant 

gang involvement, and pervasive poverty, the Network knew it must 

increase resources to make progress. It joined with other agencies in the 

community to build a grant-writing collaborative. The results are clear: 

This group attracted more than $2 million to the county. The Network 

also funded more than 100 programs resulting in a direct and positive 

effect on families. The number of juveniles charged with a crime and the 

number of convictions dropped by nearly one-half.

The Kitsap County Commission on Children and Youth builds the 

community’s capacity to reduce major problems using the Developmental 

Asset Initiative, a research-proven practice from the Search Institute.  

More than 40 community organizations – including a consortium of 

business, local government, all five local school districts and over 10,000 

individuals – trained and built activities to support healthy youth, homes, 

schools and communities. The results are clear: Youth are doing better 

by nearly every measure. Youth alcohol violations fell by a quarter, 

juvenile arrests plunged by nearly one-half, and the dropout rate 

plummeted a remarkable 59%.
